Senate Resumes Its Consider­ 
ation ot Them. 


PREPARED SPEECHES MADE 


Senators Beveridge, Bailey and New- 


lands Deliver Long Addresses— In­ 


diana 
Man Discusses the Amend­ 


ment Proposed by Him Regarding 


^ tha 8ize of Tobacco Packages— Sayi 


Trust Has influenced Legislation. 


Washington, June 25.—A short time 
before adjournment at night the sen­ 
ate returned to the consideration of 
the schedules of the tariff bill, after 
devoting the greater part of the day 
to listening to prepared speeches, and 
adopted amendments Increasing the 
duty on shoes from 15 to 20 per cent 
ad valorem and increasing the duty 
on sole leather from 5 to IO per cent 
ad valorem, the lower figure repre­ 
senting the house rate In each case. 
An amendment Increasing the duty on 
collodion also was adopted. 
During the day there were three 
prepared speeches, all of them being 
at considerable 
length. 
Beginning 
when the senate convened in the 
morning, Senator Beveridge talked for 
about four hours, and was followed 
by Mr. Bailey at almost as great 
length. Mr. Newlands was the last of 
the orators of the day, and he had not 
long surrendered the floor when the 
senate adjourned. 
The theme of Mr. Beveridge’s dis­ 
course was an amendment proposed 
by him regarding the size of tobacco 
packages. He contended that while 
the size of the packages had been re­ 
duced during the Spanish war with 
the end in view of compelling the 
purchaser to pay war tax, those sizes 
have never been restored nor the 
prices reduced, notwithstanding the 
removal of the tax, and thus practical­ 
ly giving the tobacco manufacturers, 
and especially the tobacco trust, the 
advantage of the tax, even though it 
has not been in operation for about 
nine years. He declared that the trust 
had influenced legislation for this pur­ 
pose and asserted that it was being 
benefitted to the extent of many mil­ 
lion dollars a year. 
Mr. Bailey talked about free raw 
m aterials for the purpose of justifying 
his vote as a Democrat against the 
free entry of iron ore, lumber and 
hides. 
He declared that previous to 
the Cleveland administration the es­ 
tablished Democratic policy was in 
opposition to the free admission of 
raw material, and undertook to show 
that such a policy was really a part 
of the Republican scheme of high pro 
tection. 
Mr. Newlands gave his attention to 
the income tax question, devoting es­ 
pecial consideration to the president's 
recommendation for a corporation tax. 
He discussed at length the legisla­ 
tion of 1908 providing for a tax upon 
the gross receipts of oil refiners, on 
which the Spreckels case was decided 
by the supreme court and which is 
relied upon by the president as a 
precedent for the proposed corpora­ 
tion tax. 
He pointed out especially 
that the law of 1908 was applicable, 
not to corporations alone, but to every 
person, firm, company and corporation 
carrying on such business, and sug­ 
gested that a tax applying only to cor­ 
porations might violate the constitu 
tional requirements of uniformity. 


EMERGENCY APPROPRIATION 


Authorized by House to Defray Ex­ 
penses of Taking tho Census. 
Washington, June 25.—On the eve 
of the expiration of the current fiscal 
year, the house authorized an emerg­ 
ency appropriation of $10,000,000 for 
defraying the expenses of taking the 
thirteenth decennial census. In pre­ 
senting the bill for that purpose Mr. 
Tawney, chairman of the committee 
on appropriations, explained the sit­ 
uation with respect to the permanent 
census measure still in conference, 
gnd announced that unless the money 
whs forthcoming the census bureau 
would be compelled to suspend all 
business next Wednesday. Notwith­ 
standing this warning, the bill met 
with much opposition and it was only 
finally passed after Mr. Macon of 
Arkansas had forced a roll call on a 
point of no quorum. 
A bill was passed making Scranton, 
Miss., a sub-port of entry. 
Adjournment was taken until Mon­ 
day next. 


SUIT 
WILL 
BE 
DISMISSED 


Railroads Will Not Be Prosecuted by 
the Government. 
Washington, June 25.—The attorney 
general has directed the dismissal of 
the government’s suit against the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
and the Boston and Maine railways 
and others for violating the anti-trust 
taws. The M assachusetts legislature 
has expressly authorized the consoli­ 
dation of those roads.

Des Moines, la , June 25—During a

K. Mell, former chief of the fire de 
partment and a wealthy resident, was 
Struck and killed by lightning as he 
was riding to his home in a buggy. 
His family norse carried the body to 
the postoffice, where Postmaster C. M. 
Hooy took it and made an examina 
tion. The coroner pronounced tho 
man dead. The horse was not injured 
Lightning also struck the Christian 
church, demolishing the tower. 


Murderer Commits Suicide. 
t Paducah, Ky., June 25.—About one 
hour after George Freeman, a negro 
condemned to hang this morning, died 
in his cell, Governor Willson granted 
Freeman a reprieve. The murderer’s 
attem pt at suicide by poisoning had 
however, already proved successful.

ACCUSED OF DRUTAL CRIME

New York, June 25.—With all tangi­ 
ble indications of any near approach 
to a solution of the murder of Elsie 
Sigel 
narrowing 
to 
the vanishing 
point, whereas a fresh crop of rumors 
springs with each hour of added un­ 
certainty, another of the three-fold in­ 
vestigation by police, detectives and 
district attorney ended. Chung Sin, 
after thirty-four hours of steady grill­ 
ing with but one intermission for 
sleep, had a day of rest at last. Either 
because the police despair of getting 
more information out of him or be­ 
cause they believe that if he is left 
for a space to forget the details of his 
first answers he may entangle himself 
in more contradictions, they did not 
question him.

The one bit of authentic informa­ 
tion which turned up did not greatly 
forward the search for Leon Ling.

came from 
Chu 
Gain, who explained that the $260 ad­ 
vanced to Ching Sin, Leon Ling’s 
roommate, did not come out of his 
private purse. 
The police have been much puzzled 
about this loan, because its existence 
involved a contradiction. Why should 
Chu Gain, who lived in terror of his 
rival, Leon Ling, lend money to that 
rival’s known intimate? Chu Gain 
explained that the money was part of 
a loan fund belonging to the Chinese 
Empire Reform association, of which 
he is treasurer. The society exists, 
among others, for the purpose of sup­ 
plying funds to its members, who are 
entitled to draw on the treasury in 
proportion to the amount of their paid 
up dues.

Baltimore, June 25.—A brief tele­ 
gram received from St. Michaels, Md., 
Enounces the capture of Roberts, the 
alleged murderer of Mrs. Edith May 
Woodill. 


St. Michaels, Md., June 25.—Prac­ 
tically the entire population on the 
eastern shore of Maryland is aroused 
and searching for one Emmlt E. or 
John T. Roberts, wanted in connec­ 
tion with the brutal murder of Mrs. 
Edith May Woodill, wife of Gilbert 
Woodill, an automobile dealer of Los 
Angeles, Cal. Her nude body, the 
skull crushed in from a blow apparent­ 
ly delivered from behind, the face hor­ 
ribly disfigured, the entire body swol­ 
len from the effects of several days’ 
Immersion and weighted with an iron 
pot containing half a dozen bricks, 
was discovered Wednesday by boys in 
Back creek, a tributary of the Chop- 
tank river, not far from the home of 
Mrs. WoodiU’s foster father, Captain 
Charles H. Thompson, a few miles 
from here. 
Roberts was 
with 
Mrs. Woodill 
when she was seen for the last time, 
and he is accused of having commit­ 
ted the murder. The motive for the 
crime is at present a mystery. Robert? 
Is said to be about fifty years old, 6 
feet, 6 inches tall, stout, smooth- 
shaven, with abundant bushy hair 
and a ruddy complexion. He limps 
and wears a brace on one leg. 
He 
claimed to be a magazine writer and 
general correspondent of newspapers. 


Returned to Write Up Murder. 
He is even said to have declared that 
he returned to this locality after a 
short absence for the express pur­ 
pose of writing up the murder which 
he is now accused of having commit­ 
ted. 
Mr. and Mrs. Woodill came here 
early this month, the latter with the 
intention of spending the summer with 
her foster father. 
Her husband re­ 
mained only a few days, leaving, it is 
understood, for Detroit, whence he 
intended to return to Los Angeles. 
From that time Mrs. Woodill and 
Roberts are said to have seen much 
of each other. 
Last Saturday Mrs. 
Woodill went to Easton to have some 
dental work done and it had been ar­ 
ranged that Roberts should meet her 
at Royal Oak and return with her to 
her home. 
Roberts missed the train for Royal 
Oak and drove there, met Mrs. Wood- 
ill and drove with her back here to 
the landing, where his launch was 
moored. They entered the launch and 
Mrs. Woodill was not seen again 
alive so far as has been learned. 
Investigation since made indicates 
that when Roberts and Mrs. Woodill 
left here they went in the launch to 
a bungalow that is being built on 
Roberts’ small farm near that of Cap­ 
tain Thompson, and that in this bun­ 
galow the murder was committed. 
There were found a bloody sheet and 
m attress and portions of the woman’s 
clothes, partly burned. These have 
been Identified as having belonged to 
Mrs. Woodill.

Paul, June 25.—Another chapter 
to the growing narative of Italian

Macinl, who boarded with the coun­ 
trym an into whose prostrate figure he 
fired three shots after the first had 
laid the old man low. 
And then followed a thrilling pur­ 
suit in which Macini was captured at 
the top of the South Washington 
street steps, exhausted from his des­ 
perate endeavor to escape, by John 
P. Kirk, treasurer of the Star theater, 
who sprang upon the fugitive from 
the rear and pinned him fast until as­ 
sistance arrived. 


BRUTAL PEED OF A TRAMP 


Pours Carbolic Acid Over Face of 
Helpless Woman. 
Butler. Pa., June 25.—Because his 
request for a piece of bread and a 
cup of coffee was not granted, a tramp 
attacked Mrs. John Sedoris, aged thir­ 
ty years, the wife of a farmer living 
pear here, rendered her unconscious 
with a blow on the head, bound and 
gagged her and poured the contents 
of a two-ounce bottle of carbolic acid 
on her face, destroying her sight and 
causing burns that may result in her 
death.

Several posses are in 
pursuit of the tramp, and lf captured 
a lynching is not improbable.

PUBLISHING THE PROCEEDINGS 
It is, of course, under the present 
circumstances, of no particular concern 
to the Dispatch whether the proceed­ 
ings of the city council are published 
“officially” or are not published at all, 
and it is perhaps not our business to 
“ butt in” but in our opinion there has 
been a good deal of unnecessary quib­ 
bling over a very simple matter that 
should have been definitely disposed of 
before advertising for bids for the of­ 
ficial advertising certainly before the 
contract was let, in which case there 
would in all probability have been no 
controversy. 
As it is, the Tribune seems to have 
the best of the argument with 
the 
public. 
We are now working under a 
home rule charter and the people sure­ 
ly have a right to know whether the 
council itself is obeying the laws. This 
part of the charter is identically the 
same as the old charter and the fact 
that the city attorneys who have pro­ 
ceeded Mr. Ryan have all differed with 
him in his present opinion that the pub­ 
lication of the proceedings is not obli­ 
gatory, is as the Tribune aptly remarks, 
“ exactly the reason that the attorney 
general should be asked to pass upon 
the question.” He is the proper au­ 
thority to decide any provision of the 
charter over which honest differences 
of opinion arise. 
And his

would, of course, be final and settle 
the matter now and for the future also.

Berlin, June 2,">.—The reichstag fur­ 
ther added to the government’s clitli- 
culties in its proposed financial re- 
fo rms by rejecting by a vote of 191 to 
186 the imperial ministry’s bill to ex­ 
tend inheritance taxes to direct heirs, 
including widows and children.

The ministerial and 
federal council benches were crowd­ 
ed.
